212(C). Chairman of the Committee.—(1) The Chairman of the Committee 
shall be appointed by the Chairman from amongst the Members of the 
Committee; 

Provided that if the Deputy Chairman is a member of the Committee he 
shall be appointed Chairman of the Committee, 

(2) If the Chairman of the Committee is for any reason unable to act, the 

Chairman may similarly appoint another Chairman of the Committee 
in his place. 

(3) If the Chairman cf the Committee is absent from any meeting, the 

Committee shall choose another member to act as Chairman of the 
Committee for that meeting. 

212(D). Quorum .— (1) In order to constitute a meeting of the Committee, 
the quorum shall be five. 

(2) The Chairman of the Committee shall not vote in the first instance but 
in the case of an equality of votes on any matter, he shall have, and 
exercise, a casting vote. 

212(E). Power to take evidence or call fur papers, records or documents.— 
(1) The Committee shall have power to require the attendance of 
person.s or the production of papers or records, if such a course is 
considered necessary for the discharge of its duties: 

Provided that Government may decline to produce a document on the 
ground that its disclosure would be prc.iudicial to the safety or inter¬ 
est of the State. 

(2) Subject to the provision of this rule, a witness may be summoned by an 

order signed by the Secretary and shall produce such’ documents as 
are required for the use of the Committee, 

(3) It shall be in the discretion of the Committee to treat any evidence 

tendered before it as secret or confidential, 

212 (F1. Pre.s'cntation of the Report .—The Report of the Committe? shall be 
pre.sented to the Council by the Chairman of the Committee or, in 
hrs-nlDaence, by any member of the Committee, 

212(G). Regulation of Procedure .—The Committee shall determine its own 
procedure In connection with all matters connected with the conh- 
deration of any question of assurances, promises, undertakings, etc. 
in the Committee.
